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Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CAR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel, claims 37-43. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed on July 18, 2005 has been 
entered and made of record. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on July 18, 2005 has been entered and made of 
record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 22 and 28 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 

23-27 and 29-36 depend from claims 22 and 28 respectively, therefore, are allowed. 
Independent claim 22 recites the limitations of : producing a first set of 

responses from a spectrophotometer based on plurality of light radiation sources; 

producing a second set of responses from a imager by exposing the imager device to 

the plurality of light radiating sources; and determining calibrating coefficients from the 
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produced sets of response. The combination of these features as cited in the claims in 
combination with the other limitations of the claims, are neither disclosed nor suggested 
by the prior art of record. 

Independent claim 28 recites the limitations of : exposing a first imager device 
to a target to produce a first result; calculating the first result to produce the first set of 
calibrating coefficients; exposing the first image device to a plurality of light radiation 
sources to produce a first set of calibrating coefficients so as to create a pair of results; 
repeating the process by employing different imager devices to create the plurality of 
pair results and determining calibrating coefficients from the produced sets of pair 
results. The combination of these features as cited in the claims in combination with the 
other limitations of the claims, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of 
record. 

The closest reference of US 5982957 to DeCaro et al. and US 6351308 to 
Mestha (combined) disclose a method of creating calibrating coefficients. However, 
they does not teach the limitations of cited above. The parent case, now US 6205244, 
has claims with similar scope. 

In view of the amended claims and the Applicant's arguments , the double 
patenting and the rejections to claims 2-27 are expressly withdrawn.
